I am telling you this in detail 
because farms will be over-run with 
rats and mice if this distemper 
should be wide-spread—and appar- 
ently it can be prevented if the kit- 
tens are immunized at about three 
months old.

Since starting this column I have 
had a good deal to say about DDT 
and other chemical insectides which, 
in the past three years ,have shown 
promise of finally solving one of 
the oldest problems to face man- 
kind—the problem of insect control. 
And it is hardly too much to say 
that DDT and its chemical rela- 
tives have had almost as great an 
effect on our war against insect 
pests as the atomic bomb has had 
on our ideas of human warfare. 

* * = 

But now the other side of the 
story is beginning to be heard. Now 
we're having disturbing reports of 
what these chemicals do not only 
to plants but to people. Warnings 
have been issued about their use 
from high sources. And in order 
that readers may get the whole 
picture, I propose to quote, from 
articles published in leading agri- 
cultural magazines and ¢lsewhere, 
some of the things everybody 
should know regarding ‘these in- 
secticides.

Asa rule before any’ new insecti- 


cide is offered to the public—before . 


a single ounce is made available for 
general use—it is carefully tested 
and cross-tested for from 3 to 5 
years. But when DDT was first 
developed, this procedure was not 
followed. Those who would test 
first and sell later were outnum- 
bered. Everybody who could secure 
a supply of gallon jugs and coal- 
oil went into the fly-spray busin- 
ess. A minute quantity of DDT. a 
gallon of coal-oil and a jug-—and 
we had another gallon of something 
labelled “DDT Fly Spray-—-100 per 
cent active ingredients.” 

* = 7 

From the very beginning. an in- 
sect-harried public went for it in 
a big way, purchasing huge quanti- 
ties of DDT and its several rela- 
tives such as BHC, chlordane, 
chlorinated camphene, parathion 
etc. They have been sprayed, any- 
everywhere. Home- 
owners have treated their houses 
and lawns. Farmers have covered 
their crops and their livestock. 
Whole communities—even large 
cities—have been doused from the 
air with clouds of insecticide. 

* * % 

But while this was going on, 
scientists have been going on with 
the tests which probably should 
have been completed before these 
products ever went on the market. 
They have tested the effects of the 
new compounds on human beings, 
on animals, on plants, and even. on 
the microorganisms in the soil, The 
reports of these scientists are com- 
ing to hand; ard they carry the 
sobering, even frightening message 
that these bug-killers may be TOO 
EFFECTIVE. 

* = * 

One of the great advantages of 
DDT was its straying power. One 
spraying would have an effect last- 
ing for months. But now they're 
finding that, under certain condi- 
tions, it’s not only long-lasting—it 
is practically i-° rctible. With- 
out changing form it accumulates 
in soil, also in the bodies of human 
beings and animals. “Soil to which 
DDT was added in 1945,” says the 
U.S. Dept. of Agriculture, “appears 
to be as potent with the insecticide 
as ever,

DDT and its cousins are not dis- 
solved by water, When turned under 
the soil-surface along with stems 
and other plant-residues, they re- 
main as potential trouble-makers in 
the upper few inches of the ground. 
In heavy concentration they can 
completely stop the action of the 
nitregen bacteria, without which we 
cannot hope to grow good crops. 
In one test a content of DDT 
amounting to 100 pounds to the 
acre cut down a rye crop by 50 per 
cent. 

* * * 

Naturally nobody would apply 
any thing like 100 pounds of: in- 
secticide to an acre in any one year. 
But if what was put on this year 
is still there 10 years from now- 
along with what has been applied 
each season between now and then 
—jt would appear as if farmers 
were going to find their yields de- 
creasing, and gardeners discovering 
their garden soil sterile and useless. 

* * * 

Take, for example, orchaads, 
“Many orchardists already apply 
50 pounds of DDT a year to each 
acre of their orchards,” says one 
authority; “If experimental results 
mean anything, within 4 years 
they'll not be able to raise good 
rye or other cover-crop. Betause 
[IXDT stays near the surface it’s not 
likly to harm old trees. But when 
the fruit grower has to replant

“What can be done about it?” he 
goes on to say. “These insecti- 
cides are so valuable to agriculture 
that. we're not in a position to 
say they should not be used, But 
we do want to give warning that 
careless and excessive use may 
cause trouble.” 

* » * 

All this may sound serious en- 
ough, but there’s even more dis- 
turbing news to follow. There are 
many ways in which.DDT and its 
relatives can find their way into 
the human body. One is by people 
eating crops grown on insecticide- 
treated ground, although so far only 
two of these bug-killers have been 
discovered moving from soil plant. 
One of these is parathion; the other 
BHC. 

= * * 

But folks aren’t likely to eat much 
BHC—at least not willingly. Its 
strong, musty ordor will warn them, 
as some potato-growers know. In 
the past year many of them used 
BHC in the soil to control wire- 
worms. The potatoes turned out 
well—high-yielding and sm goth. 
But they were so tainted with BHC 
that they couldn’t be sold.

HOW-TO.-FIX-IT 


Great Danger in 
Woodlot Depletion 


In his Tast public appearance as 
Minister of Planning and Develop- 
ment, Mr. Dana Porter uttered a 
warning that ought to be widely 
heeded. Speaking at the opening 
of the second annual Exhibition of 
Industry and Progress at Kitchener 
and Waterloo, he referred to the 
fine and lorig-established industrial 
development of these two progres 
sive cities. But he also pointed out 
that the reservoir of skilled and ex- 
perienced labor in that area tended 
to attract other industries in in- 
creasing numbers. Though this ¢x- 
pansion was superficially exciting, 
and perhaps produced boom con- 
ditions and apparent prosperity, 
Mr. Porter pointed, out that over- 
expansion industrially had dangers 
for the smaller cities of Western 
Ontario, says the Toronto Globe 
and Mail. 

Not the least of these is the 
danger of exceeding the water sup- 
ply. It might seem extraordina 
that this warning should be neces~. 
sary in an area which only last 
spring had an “overabundance” of 
water swirling across its farms and 
down its streets. Those floods were 
the warning signal of the shortage 
to come, because they indicated that 
there was nothing to check the 
headlong runoff of the spring rains

surplus of spring. ; 

Mr. Porter pointed out that sever- 
al of the Western C stario communi- 
ties are dependent on springs and 
artesian wells for their water supply. 
Lf the water table falls too low, these 
also will tend to dry up. Uniess 
corrective measufes are undertaken 
on a large scale immediately, there 
is every probability of a disastrous 
water shostage in a very few years. 


Much of the cause of this serious 
condition lies in woodlot depletion, 
At least 20 per cent of rural land 
ought to be covered with trees. But 
in Essex County, for instance, there 
is only 2 per cen’ of forest cover. 
Middlesex County is slightly better 
with 6 per cent, and Waterloo 
County approaches almost halfway 
to the desirable cover with 9 per 
cent. This is far too littl. A 
remedy lies at hand in the forma- 
tion of the river valley conservation 
authorities, which have broad powers 
to promote reforestation and other 
conservation measures. They can 
only proceed, however, as fast as 
public opinién will allow. It is time 
that a concerted effort was put forth 
to avert the disaster pending, and 
for which, if it falls, the citizens, 
rural and urban alike, will have only 
themselves to blame.

We already know how much 
DDT—fed in one dose—it takes to 
kill a rat. Yet by eating it grad 
ually rats have built up three times 
a fatal dose in their fat tissues. This 
means that they were carrying, tm 
their bodies, enough poison to eause 
death. Yet the, did not die because 
the po'son was not in the blood 
stream, but stored in the fat tis- 
sues. So far no one knows how 
much DDT a human being can eat 
and remain alive. But—just as in 
animals—the amount of it a human 
consumes becomes stored in his 
fat tissues.

And heres where possible future 
danger—and great danger, comes 
in, Suppose a man or a woman or 
a child keeps eating small amounts 
of DXDT continuously and unknow- 
ingly. It is st * in the body fat. 
Then that person becomes ill, and 
cannot eat normally. The person 
then begins li ing in part on the 
body fat. With those fat tissues 
being broken down rapidly, the 
DDT in them will be released into 
the blood stream at a much higher 
rate than is normal. Will the DDT 
harm that person?

Resistance to DD(T varies among 
individuals. Even the same per- 
son’s resistanc: is not the same 
all the time. Therefore, nobody 
knows when even a relatively low 
amount of DDT might prove to be 
po'son which tips the scales be- 
tween life and death in a person 
whose resistance was alteady low- 
ered by sickness’ or other cause.

Poetry in the Bible 
Psalm 24; Habakkuk 3:17-19 


Golden Text:—He hath put a new 
song in my mouth, even praise 
unto our God. Psalm 40:3. 

Wordsworth sald, “Afl good poe- 
try is the spontaneous overflow of 
powerful feelings.” In the Old 
Testament Paslms, Proverbs, Job, 
Song of Solomon and lamentations 
as well as portions of other books 
are poetry. Poetry is meant to 
foster a feeling, a perception, a 
hope, a faith.- Poetry is miusic in 
words: and music is poetry in 
sound. A comparison of the beat- 
ing of the tom-tom of the African 
and the songs and music of the 
Christians forcibly illustrates that 
the Christian religion has music. 

David in his song calls for clean 
hands. The external life must be 
right. But he also emphasizes “a 
pure heart.” Religion that does not 
correct man’s inner nature is a 
cheat. Jesus Christ exposed the 
sham of mere formal religion and 
declared, “Ye must be born again” 
and “Blessed are the pure in heart 
for they. shall see God.” 

The occasion. for the writing of 
this Psalm was probably when the 
ark of covenant was being borne 
triumphantly into the’ city ‘of Jer- 
usalem. The gates are poetically 
fancied as being too low for the 
King of glory to enter. 

The selection from Habakkuk 
illustrates the fact that the Christ- 
ian still’ has his song in the day 
of adversity. His happiness does 
not depend on material prosperity. 
He rejoices in spite of trouble. He 
is a witness to the fact that God 
giveth songs in the night.

English cigarettes, priced at about 
‘67 cents in our money for a pack 
of 20 of the most common brands, 
are the most expensive in the 
world as far as any traveller knows. 
Their legal price is even higher 
than that of the Continental black 
market. The cost is because of the 
determination to save precious dol- 
lars going out of the country for 
the purchase of Virginia tobacco, 
and taxatio now represents 95 per 
cent of that cost. 

it is interesting to note, however, 
that the shortage exists only in re- 
lation to an ever-expanding de- 
mand. Smokers, looking back to the 
days when there were plenty of 
cigarettes, forget that tobacco con- 
sumption in 1938 was only 190 
million pounds in weight. This year, 
even with all the enforced cuts 
and with so many departing dis- 
appointed from the queues, it will 
still reach 205 million pounds. 


- The cause of this great increase ~ 


in demand? The strain of the war 
years, the long periods of anxious 
but idle waiting, undoubtedly vast- 
ly increased the amount of “nerve- 
soothing” smoking. Also~the con- 
tinuing shortage of most consumer 
goods has meant little else to spend 
money on, and gmoking has con- 
tinued even though” goods have be- 
some somewhat more plentiful and 
fash scarcer. 

Finally there has been a great 
increase of smoking among women 
of all ages and occupations, as well 
as young people of both sexes. 
Women in Britain now smoke more 
than in any other country, or so 
& is estimated. Many men blame 
them for the cigarette shortage and 
a London newspaper recently start- 
ed a hot controversy by a blunt 
demand that they cut their smok-

“As a matter of fact it would be 
more nearly corre¢t to say that 
but four have actually “duplicated”. 
Captain Webb’s feat, as the revered 
Matthew web-footed it from Eng- 
land to France, Instead of t’other 
way around, and that is the “hard 
way” when it comes to Channel 
swimming, just as a pair of threes 
is the “hard way” of making a six 
in another sport we needn't identi-

plenty of room than in the crowded 
streets and teeming traffic of the 
larger places.

But has such a belici any basis 
in fact? If you think it has, then

A barn catches’ fire and some- 
body is injured or killed trying to 
save the livestock; a hayfork, in- 
securely fastened, fis and frac- 
tures the skull of :omebody under- 
ne th; a tract’- overturns, crush- 
ing the driver; a disc slices’ across 
a farmer's foot—and these are only 
a few of the thi that are con- 
tinually happening. Yes, there are 


. plenty of things that can cause ac- 


_cidents on a farm—and the pity of 
it.is that most such happenings 
could haye been avoided.

Without too much trouble, a 
great deal may be done toward 
making sure that your farm and 
your home is a place where you 
and- members of your family can 
be comparatively free from 
danger. It is your responsibility as 
well as that of each member of the 
family to do everything possible to 
protect one another as well as your 
property. : 

= * = 

First step is by being ever on 
the alert to recognize the known 
accident producers. Next is to re- 
move known hazards, to know safe 
methods of ‘working, and-to develop 
safe habits. One of the most dan- 
gerous hazards is, of course, farm 
machinery; and although you've 
probably heard of all these pointers 
regarding the handling of same, it 
may not be amiss to repeat some 


of them. 
& = = 


Before coupling a tractor to any 
implement or trailer, either stop 
the motor or check and double- 
check that the gears are in neutral 
and the brakes are locked. Before 
mounting or dismounting, stop the 
tractor, and that doesn’t mean just 
slow it down. 

& £ * 


Before cranking put on the 
brakes and make certain the ma- 
chine is not in gear. Be- sure the 
tractor—this goes for a team too 
is at a full stop on level ground 


before stepping in front of the 
machine attached. 
= * + 


Before using ahy machine -ex- 
amine the seat to make certain it is 
fastened securely, also check to see 
that all guards are properly in 
place. Under no circumstances let 
young boys or girls ride on your 
tractor, mower, binder or any cuf- 
ting machine. .

In feeding straw into a machine 
use the proper tools—fork, staff or 
handied brush. Never step over @ 
running belt; either take time to 
stop the motor or go around. Be- 
fore cleaning, repairing or oiling 
any machine make sure it is stop- 
ped—also that it is impossible for 
anybody to set it in motion while 
you are working on. it. 


atc oo ee 
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Make all your repairs either with 
proper replacement parts oF by 
welding; do not use bailing wire 
or other stop-gap substitutes. When 
not in use store all machinery in a 
suitable place that is away from 
small children and from ‘livestock.

Always? load trucks or wagons 
with great care, limiting the load 
to the safe capacity of the vehicle 
and in such a way that the material 
won't slide or roll off, even on 
bumpy roads. If possible make the 
load so that you can see over the 
top of it as you drive; and whén 
passing another loaded truck look 
out for falling material. 


Finally, how are you fixed for 
ladders and fire extinguishers. Few 
things in this world are worse than 
a farm fire. If some of the above 
appears to be out of season, or @ 
twice told tale, just remember that 
“All year round safety is an all 
year round job,” also that “The 
care you took yesterday isn’t go- 
ing to keep you safe today.”
